vacancy created in the office of mayor 
by the resignation of Mayor Yost. 
The commission law requires vacan- 
cies under the law to be tilled by 
election after nominations have been 
made the middle of October, but the 
present term of mayor was not affect- 
ed by the law. Mayor Yost's salary 
was $600 and lie was appointed 
Many hold that his successor should 
be appointed by the commissioners 
and it seems clear that the salary must 
remain unchanged during the present 
term, which expires Jan. 1, 1918. 
Mayor Pro Tern F. H. Hassett has 
concluded to hold on to his present 
office and salary of 81,800. City At- 
torney Breathitt has held that the new 
mayor should be elected and will be 
entitled to the salary of $1,800 fixed 
for commissioners.

RINSE UTENSILS AFTER USE 

Prsvsnts Water In Milk From Evapor- 
ating and Solid Matter 
to the Veeeel. 

The first Important nttfl to 
In cleaning <lnlry utensils ta to rlnao 
them Immrrilntely nft«»r use. Thla pre- 
vents tlM water In the milk from 
evnporallnK an<l Um solid matter stlok- 
ln« to the utensil. If It la Impossible 
to whkIi the utensil* ut once, rinse 
tlietn Id cold or lukewarm water, so 
that the moat of the milk will be re- 
moved hefore It has a chance to atlck. 
Hot water should not be used until 
the milky substances have been re- 
aioved with cold or lakewarm water, 
for the hot water will coagulate the 
casein In the milk so that It will 
stick to the tin and require a greater 
amount of washing before It can be 
removed. 

After rinsing In cold or lukewarm 
water wash the utensils In hot water. 

Cold or lukewarm water Is practically 
worthless for cleaning purposes. Use 
some atandard brand of alkali wash- 
ing powder with the hot water. The 
alkali powders are more desirable for 
the work, since they quickly and effi- 
ciently remove the milk from the tin. 
Powders or soaps that have grease 
as part of their composition do not 
give as sntlsfartory results as the 
alkali powders.
